routes with a view to finding cheap, 
fast methods of communication and 
transport. 


As to convertibility, it is apparent 


off-hand, officers say. that any plane 
capable of carrying the mail or 
any 


other burden 
could be loaded 
with 


bombs for war purposes, equipped with 
machine guns and otherwise be put 
into fighting shape in a 
matter 
of 


hours. 
Without any change whatever, 


a comnierical plane would become im- 
mediately available in war for 
the 


prime purpose as yet of military and 
naval air craft, scouting to locate en- 
'cmy positions on land or sea.

ber That is logical as an assumption, but it is not sustained by 
the facts. If business as a rule is not prosperous it is strikingly 
trueibat jt-is iJot unsuccessful to' a -widespread failure. 


The business mortality irould, indeed, seem to indicate there 


aie no-hard'times, nothing wore than a slight easing up. That s 
-nhatthe statistics seem to show anyivay. In 1920 the proportion ot, 
fallures:among those engaged in.business was only 44 in the 100.' 
This year it is. so far 100 in the 1000. 
Seemingly a fearsome in- 


ncase but not so when.we compare with the average ratio for 40 
Aears/13 to the 1000. 
Then it must be borne in mind too that the 


number of failures was largely increased by the closing of saloons 
and-the starting instead of a'multitude of soft drink establish- 
ments, restaurants and candy and cigar stores. The projectors of 
these largely.laeked-both experience and capital ancf, of course, 
a'i exceptionally big part were unsuccessful. 


These statistics in regard to business vitality reveal 
some 


strange things. For "instance there were more failures in 191(, by 
at least 50 per.cent than this year will show and the number in 
1918 was almost as'large, yet these two really marked the zenith 
of prosperity-in this country—a period when everything was go- 
injc.up and everybody had money. In analysis of failures for 19ZU 
show that 32.3 per cent arose from a lack of «apital, 32.o

Licompcteiicyv 14,4 from specific outside causes and " per cent 
from fraud. And that 7 per cent represents in the main, the gigan- 
tic sum of $500,000,000, lost in the purchase of the stock of bogus 
enterprises and unadulterated fakes. -
